There is no Doubt to be made but the Gommr'ttees 
for finding .drguments will do as much for’this new 
Scheme as they. did for that which btely mifcarricd ;

Infinwations 
in the Service of their Country will no more fly from 
this Ammunition now than heretofore ; they will coh- 
tinuc fleady in their old Conduét ; that is, they will 
be really Friends to the Nation, abd leave their Fae © 
mies to cail themfelves fo. Ic is all they have lett 
for is. For fhould theylofe their Temper too, what a 
firange Appearance would a certain wiffembly make ! 
What Heat, what Violence, what Billing*pare Plou- 
rifhes, inflead of wife Reafoning and calm Argumen- 
tation! But it is as impofhible that they fhould forget 
what is due to their Characters, as that other Peo- 
ple, who boaft fo much of them fhould huve any true 
Senfe of them. Av Ieaft Experience has fer Things 
in this Light, and for my part 1 am Fool enough to 
read by this Candle. 

If therefore Things of Momant are negledted, 
Grievances are unredreticd, and good Propofals re- 
mato where they did 3 thefe Men only mutt be blam‘'d 
for them: For plain it is, that they only are the 
Cavfz.
